WASHINGTON—(UP)—Chairman Millard E. Tydings, 
Democrat, Maryland, of a Senate investigating committee, 
announced yesterday that FBI files “cleared” Far Eastern 
Expert Owen Lattimore of Communist spy charges hurled 
at him by Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, Republican, Wisconsin. 

‘ McCarthy, who was not present at the time, promptly re- 
torted that “either Tydings hasn’t seen the files or he’s lying.” 
He questioned whether the FBI. 
had turned over all its informa-| 
tion, and said he is going to 
“stand” on his case against Latti-| 
more.

WRAPPED UP IN THE SUBJECT? 


OES Officers

A sari, according to Mr. Noah Webster, who 
wrote a dictionary, “is the. chief garment of a 
Hindu woman, a long cloth wrapped arourid the 
waist and over the bosom, and sometimes the 
head.” 

And in these days of zippers, snaps, hooks and 
the old standbys, safety pins, a gal can feel safe 
and secure—but not if she chooses to wéar a sari. 

The sari, let it be known, is wrapped, draped 
and worn without benefit of fastenings. 

So when Hildegarde Bennett wrote the cho- 
reography for “Journey to Cashmere” for the 
Spring concert of the Atlanta Civic Ballet to be 
held April 14-15 at the Woman’s Club, she liter- 
ally wrapped herself up in the subject by ob- 
taining expert advice on sari dressing from Miss 
Ruth Candler, teen-age daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard H. Candler, Jr. 

Miss Candler, a freshman at Washington Semi- 
nary, became interested in culture of the Hindu 
after attending a lecture on Art in India at the 
High -Museum by Mrs. Betsan Coats, of England, 
and later, when she attended the concert by the 
Indian dancer, Rukmini Devi, last year. 

Yesterday during rehedrsals for “Journey to 
Cashmere”. Miss Candler illustrated the sari-wrap- 
ping technique to Mrs. Bennett. 

“A sari is six to eight yards long,” said Miss 
Candler. “The first thing to dois to take one 


end and wrap it around the waist one time, and 
then tie a knot. Then shuffle the material, make 
pleats in the front and then press it. under the 
waist. What is left over-is tossed over the left 
shoulder on the héad and that’s all. And what’s 
more, it stays on!” 

The sari which Miss Candler used for her illus- 
tration and which is in the accompanying pic 
ture, is the kind worn by the temple dancing 
girls in India. The girls ‘wear tiny silver bells 
on their ankles and wrist-to tinkle in time with 
the music. The sari and bells are owned by Dr. 
Hazel Foster, who traveled in the Near East as a 
visiting lecturer. 

The forthcoming ballet, of which Dorothy 
Alexander is director, and Mrs. Bennett is co- 
director, will provide a variety of numbers. “The 
Journey to Cashmere” is taken from the poem, 
“Lalla Rookh,” by Sir Thomas Moore, and will 
mark the first time a complete Orinetal ballet 
has been produced by the local group. Mrs. Ben 
nett, from Miami, had her training with Cather- 
ine Littlefield and was founder and director of 
the Dancecrafters, Miami's first civic ballet com- 
pany. 

The sari shown here, as well as many curios 
from the Far East, is on display at Muse’s. 
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Diced ham mixed with diced |

Sen, : Henry Cabot Lodge, Repyblican, of Massachusetts, has suggested a statesman-like approach to the 
problem of investigating the McCarthy charges about Communists in the State Department. 


Instead of the wide-open congressional hear- 
ings now in vogue, he would have the inquiry 
conducted by a “trained commission,” bipartisan 
in character. Sen. Lodge has introduced a resolu- 
tion to that end, proposing the creation of a com- 
mission of 12 members, four to be appointed by 
the President, four by the Senate and four bv 
the House. The membership would be divided 
equally between Republicans and Democrats. 


The idea is copied after the British system 
of naming royal commissions, divorced of 
politics, te sit in controversial and confiden- 
tial inquiries of the kind. President Truman 
adopted a similar idea in naming, a few years © 
back, the Leyalty Review Board te check on 
the loyalty records of more than two million 

workers. He went. even a step 
further by designating a Republican, Seth ‘V. 
Richardson, as Chairman of the Board.

The raising of sheep 
could be one of our most important farm enterprises. 


BREEDERS SATISFIED 
Have you given thought recently to the possibilities of 
sheep raising? The idea is sounder than possibly you think 
it is. Georgia once had more than 500,000 sheep and they 


| did well so long as they were protected from parasites and 


dogs. Today we have about 5,000 sheep in Georgia and 
they do even better than their ancestors, for they are pro- 


tected from dogs and parasi 


It is becoming commonplace 
to learn from Georgia sheep 


breeders that their sheep enter- | 
prise pays them more return | 


than any other on the farm for 
the amount of money invested 
in it. 

The Georgia Experiment Sta- 


| tion, located near Griffin, is tak- 
ing the lead in sheep production. 


In addition to its flock at Experi- 
ment, the Station owns and su- 
pervises a large flock on the 
Government-owned lands near 
Eatonton. The branch station at 
Blairsville “runs” a bunch of 
sheep, likewise.

| run on good pasture, the lambs 
run with their mammies. Creep- | 


feeding of grain is considered 
good practice for increasing the 
quality and weight of the lambs, 
but many sheepmen market their 
lambs directly from their mam- 
mies and without benefit of 
grain, 

Flocks of sufficient size to af- 
ford a shepherd is the best way 
to protect from dogs. Pheno- 
thiazine, mixed with salt, at the 
rate of one pound phenothiazine 
to nine pounds salt, and kept in 
the pastures before the sheep at 
all times is a sure way of keep- 
ing the internal parasites under 
control. External parasites are 
comrolled with dips.or sprays. 

The ewes are sheared in the 
early Spring after danger of 
cold weather has passed, The 
wool crop now averages four

If Easter means ham; then you're fortunate, for there 
are many styles from which to select your main dish. Prob- 
ablv the most familiar ham is the regular cook-before-eat- 
ing type. This is a modern tendered ham that requires 
no precooking or soaking. It does, however, require bak- 
ing, so prepare it according to the directions given below 
or those accompanying the ham. 

High in popularity is the fully cooked, ready-to-eat ham. 
As the name implies, this ham is cooked as completely as 
if it had been done in the home and may be eaten just as 


it comes from the wrapper. This 
ham has the bone in. 

Another fully cooked ham is 
the boned, canned ham, which 
is ready to serve. These are par- 
ticularly excellent sliced either 
hot or cold, So take your choice 
and serve the ham that is easiest 


for you. 
Perhaps this menu will make 


your Easter day more relaxed.

SATURDAY’S WORK 


On Saturday prepare the ham 
garnish by hard cooking 4 to 6 
eggs, shelling them, then color- 
ing in any of the edible colored 
liquids. 

Cook new potatoes in their 
jackets and store in refrigerator. 
On Sunday prepare a cheese 
cream sauce and pour over the 
peeled potatoes. Heat in top of 
double boiler for about 30 min- 
utes. 

Make the perfection salad on 
Saturday and wash lettuce for 
the cups to hold the salad. 

The meringue shells should be 
baked Saturday. If: you wish, 
buy the spOnge Yeake rings to 
use in place of meringues. Either 
fresh or frozen berries may be 
used as topping. 

If your family likes cold 
baked ham, this can be pre- 
pared on Saturday also. How- 
ever, baking a ham is so easy 
and requires no watching that 
it is just as simple to put it in 
the oven Sunday afternoon and

HOW TO BAKE HAM 
Place whole or half ham, fat 
side up,,on a rack in an open 
roasting pan. Insert meat ther- 
mometer so center of the bulb 
reaches the center of the largest 
muscle. Be sure that the bulb of 
the thermometer does not rest 
on either fat or bone. Wrap ham 
in unglazed brown paper. Tear 
a small hole so paper will fit 
over thermometer. Do not put 
lid on roaster. Do not add water. 
Place in a moderate oven (325 
degrees) and cook until the meat 
thermometer registers 170 de- 
grees or the temperature recom- 
mended in th directions accom- 
nying the ham. Allow about 
4 minutes per pound for a 
whole ham, and about 30 min- 
uates per pound for a half ham. 
About 45 minutes before the 
ham is done, take it from oven, 
remove paper. With sharp knife 
or scissors remove rind (if ham 
has one). With knife, cut fat 
surface into squares or dia- 
monds. Stick.a whole clove in 
center of each square. Pour over 
meat a glaze made with honey 
or syrup, or spread with brown 
sugar, jelly, orange marmalade. 
urn to oven for remaining 
cooking time. See imstructions 
for carving a ham. 
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HOW TO CARVE 


A WHOLE HAM 


Baked hams should be placed on a large platter, fat side 


up. Do not put much garnish on platter. The shank end of 
ham should be at carver’s right. 


I. Cut several slices from side opposite the meaty horseshoe 


. section which is fullest side of ham, making a firm base to stand 


ham on for carving. Stand upright on cut surface. 


2. Hold ham firmly with. fork, cut a small wedge-shaped piece 
from shank end. Then cut thin slices down to legbone, until aitch 


bone is reached. 


3. With fork still in place, release slices by running knife along 
the bone and at right angles to the slices. 


4. If more servings are needed, turn ham back to original posi- 
tion, fat side up, and carve slices at right angles to the bone.

Have Unique - 


Deeply rooted in tradition the 
world over, colored eggs, chicks 
rabbits and lambs are symbolic 
of Easter and the arrival of 
Spring. 

The practice of exchanging 
the season of 
Spring dates far back into an- 
tiquity. The Persians 
the egg as a symbol of new birth 
and the earth was 
hatched from an egg at the time 
of theSpring equinox. At their 
annual “Feast of the Eggs,” they 
colored eggs to imitate the new 
colors of the earth induced by 
the coming of Spring and the 
blossoming of the flowers: The 
Egyptians, Greeks and Romans 
had similar practices. Colored 
eggs were also found in Italy, 
Spain and Provence, where pub- 
lic sports with eggs were held 
during the Easter period. 

With the _ resurrection of 
Christ, the egg was employed to 
symbolize the beginning of a 
new life, but it was decorated 
principally in red to denote the 
blood of Christ. 


Introduction for the baby chick 
into. the scene was purely a logi- 
cal step, its breaking forth from 
the shell of the egg being con- 
sidered emblematic of Christ’s 
release from his entombment. 

The rabbit’s part in the Easter 
festivities is believed to have 
originated in the old superstition 
that the rabbit was endowed 
with the mystical power of lay- 
ing eggs on Easter eve. This is 
thought to be Teutonic in origin 
and possibly stems from the tra- 
ditional concept of the rabbit as 
a symbol of fertility—or, again, 
new life. 

Thus’ it was that Easter egg 
hunts for children originated. for 
the rabbit was supposed to have 
hidden the magic eggs in the 
garden. Today, this delightful 
custom of searching for the con- 
cealed eggs is continued, but the 
rewards of modern children are 
much more varied than were 
those their ancestors. The 
colored hen’s eggs are augmented 
with many-hued candy eggs of 
numerous kinds, including solid 
chocolaté. or chocolate - coated 
marshmallows, butter creams. 
fruit and nut and others. 

Then, too, today’s youngsters 
also enjoy toy rabbits and chicks 
and lambs (another symbol of 
Easter and Spring) and candy 
bunnies, chickens and nests of 
candy eggs. Some of these are 
exceedingly simple while others 
are fairly elaborate. All, how- 
ever, add to the enjoyment and 
spiritual uplift of one of man’s 
finest ceremonials—the Resur- 
rection of Christ and the return 
of Spring. 


Corn Chowder 


The old-fashioned corn chow- 
der is almost a meal in itself.
